More funds wanted 
for goodchild care

WASHINGTON — Saying that 
“the future vitality of our nation” de- 
pends on the quality of child care, a 
National Research Council commit- 
tee on Wednesday called for a $5 bil- 
lion to $10 billion boost in government 
support for America’s day care sys- 
tem. 

A 19-member NRC committee, ina 
report entitled

Children?” also

to get parent-child relationships off to 
a good start, it said the federal gov- 
ernment should require companies to 
allow unpaid, job-protected leaves for 
employed parents of infants up to one 
year old. 

The report said that more than half 
of all American parents now entrust 
their young children to the care of 
others during part of the day, and 
that by the year 2000, between 70 
percent and 30 percent of all Ameri- 
ean children will have mothers in the 
work force. 

“Every American child not.only de- 
serves quality care, the future vital- 
said 
the committee’s chairman, John L. 
Palmer, a professor at the Maxwell 
School of Citizenship and Public Af- 
fairs at Syracuse University. 

Quality of child care can affect the 
well-being of virtually a generation of 
American children, the report said, 
because the nation now depends on 
working mothers as a permanent part 
of the economic structure. 

“Women in the work force are here 
to stay,” said Dr. Jack P. Shonkoff, a

professor of pediatrics at the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts Medical School 
and a member of the committee. “We 
need them in the work force. But we 
must. make sure that families have 
quality child care available.” 

Careful study showed no evidence 
that day care in the first year of life is 
detrimental to children if the quality 
is good, Shonkoff said. 

But poor quality care, he said, has 
been shown to 
put children “at 
risk of poor out- 
comes” in life, in- 
cluding slow pro- 
gress in school, 
inappropriate ag- 
ression, a lack 
of job skills anda 
greater tendency 
to drop out of 
school. 

“Of particular 
interest is the finding that out-of- 
home quality child care can offset to 
some extent the detrimental effects 
on development of a stressful, impov- 
erished home environment,” Palmer 
said. 

The report called for a uniform na- 
tional standard for child care. This 
could include minimum safety and 
health standards, along with accept- 
able ranges for staff-to-child ratios, 
group size, caregiver qualifications 
and physical space. 

The cOmmittee repeatedly said in 
its 347-page report, that there is a 
scarcity of quality child care in the 
U.S., but committee member Bar- 
bara Bowman of the Erikson Insti- 
tute in Chicago said there are no com- 
prehensive statistics on this. 

More than half of all children of 
working parents are cared for in facil- 
ities that are unregulated, and as a 
result, national data is lacking, Ms. 
Bowman said. 

Research in limited areas showed 
that only about 20 percent of care ar- 
rangements meet the standards of 
good or better. 
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BYU plans 
to generate 
own power

BYU is planning to either up- 
grade or replace its heating sys- 
tem by 1994, a BYU official said. 

Paul Richards, director of Pub- 
lic Communications, said BY U’s 
ultimate goal is to “have a burn- 
ing, boiling system that is highly 
controlled as to pollutant emis- 
sions.’ 

Marshall Hox, supervisor of the 
BYU central heating plant, said 
BYU now has a high-tempera- 
ture water heating system. 

Richards said even though the 
present coal-fired heating plant 
exceeds federal air quality regu- 
lations, coal is not the best fuel 
because of its pollutant qualities. 

“Long-term we want to have 
state-of-the-art equipment and 
machinery to reduce pollutants 
further,” Richards said. He said 
BYU is working with the Bureau 
of Air Quality in a program to 
reduce levels of PM10. 

Dave Copta, manager of the 
engineering section of the Utah 
Bureau of Air Quality, said air 
quality problems throughout 
Utah County have prompted a re- 
vision in regulations which will 
reflect a stricter standard. 

Copta said BYU would have to 
modify its heating system to be in 
compliance with future regula- 
tions. 

Richards said BYU has several 
options for changing its heating 
system but a final decision will 
not be made “until we have all the 
pieces of the puzzle.” 

BYU wanted a boiler system 
that was fueled by natural gas. 
Richards said the boilers would 
either be upgraded or completely 
replaced with the highest tech- 
nology BYU could afford. 

One possible option would be a 
natural gas fired turbine that 
could produce all the heat and 
electricity required by BYU, 
Richards said. 

BYU is presently renegotiat- 
ing its electric contract with 
Provo. 

The new contract and the cost: 
of future power would have an 
impact on what technology is 
used for the future boiler system, 
he said. 

If BY U could not reach a favor- 
able long-term contract, BYU 
might have to consider a system 
in which it could produce its own 
electricity. 

Richards said BY U would have 
to conduct hearings, discuss the 
different proposals and wade 
through a lot of red tape before 
the: new system would be opera- 
tional in 1994.

Israeli leaders approach a showdown 


JERUSALEM — Hard-line Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir and liberal 
Vice Premier Shimon Peres squared off Wednesday for their biggest political 
battle, a contest that could force one of the party leaders into retirement. 

The showdown is set for 11 a.m. today in Israel’s 120-seat parliament, and 
the issue is the direction of the peace process. 

Labor Party leader Peres said he had a chance to win the no-confidence vote 
in parliament and that a Labor-led government would start peace talks with 
Palestinians. 

“I think we have more than a fair chance to continue and start a dialogue 
with the Palestinians. This is the real topic on the agenda,” he said. 

In a nationally broadcast speech to leaders of his right-wing Likud bloc, 
Shamir tried to rally his fractious bloc with a call to unity and accused Peres of 
breaking his commitment to a national unity government. 

“Mr. Peres should not entertain illusions that he can lie all the time to the 
public. There is a limit to his lies,” Shamir said. 

Shamir criticized the Bush administration for its handling of the peace 
efforts and suggested this led to the collapse of the ruling coalition. He insisted 
there would be no compromise on the central issue of east Jerusalem, which 
was captured in 1967. 

“On this issue we will not negotiate a compromise,” he said, banging his fist 
on a table. “The heart of all of us and our consciences will not allow it.” 


Satellite saved from a fiery re-entry 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Ground crews Wednesday rescued an 
uninsured $140 million communications satellite after it failed to separate from 
its launch rocket. 

The satellite, however, orbited uselessly around Earth, launch officials said. 

After laboring for hours, crews sent computer commands to get the balky 
satellite to separate from the giant Titan 3 rocket “before they re-entered the 
Earth’s atmosphere and were destroyed,” said Martha DiSario, an Intelsat 
spokeswoman. 

“This allowed the satellite to be placed in a safe, low orbit,” she said. “We’re 
looking at options, including a possible shuttle recovery.” 

The 5-ton satellite, nearly four stories tall with its antennas and solar panels 
deployed, was boosted into orbit by Titan 3, the most powerful U.S. commer- 
cial rocket. The rocket blasted off at 6:52 a.m. into a cloudy sky from the Cape 
Canaveral Air Force Station. 


Winner breaks record time in Iditarod 


NOME, Alaska — Greeted by sirens and shouts, Susan Butcher stormed 
into this Gold Rush town Wednesday in sub-zero weather and record time to 
rack up her fourth victory in five years in the 1,158 mile Iditarod Trail Sled 
Dog Race. 

Butcher, 33, of Manley, became only the second four-time winner of the 
18-year-old Anchorage-to-Nome marathon. 

Butcher was running about two hours ahead of defending champion Joe 
Runyan of Nenana, a reversal of positions from the 1989 finish. 

Runyan won that race with a one-hour, five-minute cushion over Butcher. 

Her official time was 11 days, 1 hour, 53 minutes and 23 seconds. That is an 
all-time record, beating by more than 10 minutes her 1987 mark of 11 days, 2 
hours and 5 minutes, which was set on another route. 

The previous record for the northern route — also set by Butcher in 1986 — 
was 11 days, 15 hours and 6 minutes. 


Libyan weapon plant reportedly burning 


WASHINGTON — A Libyan chemical weapons plant branded a major 
threat by the United States was reported on fire Wednesday, according to 
diplomatic sources quoted by the White House. 

President Bush said the United States had heard rumors that the plant was 
on fire. However, Bush told reporters in a hallway at the White House “we 
didn’t know” what had happened. 

White House press secretary Marlin Fitzwater said the United States could 
not confirm the report, which also said Libya had sealed its borders. 

Fitzwater said, “We deny we had any involvement” in the reported fire. 

A diplomatic source said the United States learned of the fire from Tunisia 
which borders Libya. It relayed its information to Italy and the United States 
the source said. 

ABC News quoted unidentified Libyan security sources as claiming that the 
plant was burned to the ground by.the action of U.S, and Israeliagents. ._. 


Father's rightsin abortion still unidéfined 4) 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah’s Court of Appeals refused to define the rights 
of a father when the mother of an unborn child decides to have an abortion. 

In 1988, Michael Jon Reynolds tried unsuccessfully to prevent his ex-wife, 
Jennifer Franks Reynolds, from terminating her pregnancy. 

In dismissing the father’s appeal, Judge Russell W. Bench acknowledged 
that “public interest in the (case) may indeed be high and widespread,” but 
noted that no statute or administrative ruling was at issue, no class action was 
alleged or pleaded and the mother has already had the abortion. 

“We dismiss the appeal as moot,” Bench wrote for the three-judge panel. 

The judge explained there is a longstanding judicial policy in Utah to avoid 
advisory opinions. “We do not generally consider mooted questions on ap- 
peal,” he said.

Dry winter increases 
Utah highway fatalities

Fatal accidents on Utah highways 
have nearly doubled this winter, and 
state officials say it is because 
weather conditions have been drier 
than usual. 

“When it’s stormy and _ bad 
weather, fatalities tend to drop,” said 
John Dane, program specialist of 
highway safety. “Bad weather saves 
lives.” 

Richard Howard, bureau chief of 
the State Highway Safety Office, said 
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there are more fatal accidents when 
the weather is good and roads are dry 
because people drive faster. 

There are about 300 traffic fatali- 
ties per year in Utah. From Decem- 
ber to February, the rate usually 
drops 5 percent with normal snowfall.

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World order

The world is moving toward a 
new international order, said the 
vice-chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the Center for Strate- 
gic and International Studies.

Most of the world has been di- 
vided into two major camps since 
the end of World War II, Jordan 
said. The state of affairs was a 
“zero-sum” game — if one group 
won, another group lost. 

Political and economic changes 
in the world are transforming this 
state of “zero-sum” game to a “pos- 
itive-sum” game, where every 
group benefits, Jordan said. 

There are several trends that 
are becoming evident as the world 
enters the ’90s. One of these 
trends is the shift in character of 
the Soviet Union. 

“The bloody system did not 
work,” said Jordan cf the Soviet 
system. The people” are disen- 
chanted with the economic and po- 
litical conditions.. Even with Gor- 
bachev’s policies of reform, the 
Soviet Union suffers from short- 
ages of basic consumer goods more 
than ever. 

Jordan said the popular saying 
in the Soviet Union, “Chernenko 
and Andropov have taken us to the 
brink of the abyss. Gorbachev has 
taken us one long step forward,” 
characterizes how many Soviet cit- 
izens feel about Gorbachev. 

Another major trend is the shift 
of the United States from a super- 
power to a global power, Jordan

As Japan and Germany are 
pouring billions of dollars into 
Eastern Europe for economic re- 
form, the United States can only 
afford to give around $300 million.

According to Jordan, this is not 
to say the American situation is 
hopeless. The United States is 
slowly bringing its foreign trade 
debt down to a manageable level 
and some American businesses are 
gaining again in the world market. 

Certainly the events in Eastern 
Europe and the planned 1992 Eu- 
ropean economic integration both 
combine to form another signifi- 
cant trend in the international sys- 
tem.

Openings for missionaries 
to work in Central Euro 


LDS Church Development 

Latter-day Saints in East Ger- 
many have led the way first in bein 
tolerated by a Communist regime an 
secondly in being granted an im- 
proved status. Initially in the Soviet 
zone of Germany, the Church was 
without recognition until about 1949. 
Although no U.S. missionaries in 
northern Germany or West Berlin 
could proselyte in the East, there was 
a period of months when 100 East 
German elders served full-time mis- 
sions. This not only brought some 
growth and new vitality to the war- 
torn Church, but also provided more 
solid future leadership. One of these 
elders, Henry Burkhardt, had a par- 
ticularly important role, representing 
the Church to Communist govern- 
ment officials and in presiding over 
the Dresden Mission (mostly de- 
prived of proselyting) that supervised 
branches throughout East Germany. 

After President Thomas S. Monson 
rededicated East Germany for the 
saints to receive all the blessings of 
membership, large numbers began 
applying for exit visas to the Swiss 
Temple. The East German ministries 
objected; in discussions with Church 
leaders, the possibility emerged of 
building a temple in East. Germany, 


~ along with the construction of foreign 


financed LDS chapels. Two Stakes 
were established. The Temple opened 
in 1985, and has also served Czechs 
and other Central European LDS. 
Then in 1989, the Communist govern- 
ment agreed to allow American and 


_ European missionaries to proselyte in 


the country, and young East German 
elders to serve on missions in other 
countries. The DDR Dresden mission 
had some 500 baptisms during 1989. 
Ten East German elders have been 
trained at the MTC and are now serv- 
ing on three continents. 

The second land in Central Europe, 
and the first among the Slavie peo- 
pe to have a continuing LDS mem- 

ership and mission was Czechoslo- 
vakia. Elder John A. Widtsoe, 
dedicated the Mission in 1929. He re- 
turned to Prague often, including in 
1932 when he met with President 
Arthur Gaeth and 11 missionaries. 
The elders served up to 1939, with a 
membership of several hundreds, 
pate over by Wallace Toronto. 
‘he German occupation halted full- 
scale: proselyting work for nearly a 
decade. 

President Toronto and 36 elders 
and sisters. gradually returned after 
1946. They witnessed ongoing growth 
in many branches, continuing after 
February 1948 when the Communists 
took full control. By 1950 all mission- 
aries were required to leave. A year 
later the Church lost its recognition 
together with all American-spon- 
sored organizations. For most of the 
next three decades, members were 
not allowed by Communist officials to 


meet, except briefly during’ Dubcek’s® 
Spring reforms ‘in © 1968, * 


Prague 
Meanwhile, President Toronto fol- 
lowed by two other former missionar- 
ies, visited annually, but privately. In 
about 1978 District President Jiri 
Snederfler on behalf of the members 
told ministry officials in Prague that 
they intended to meet again in mem- 
bers’ homes. Their contact was ig- 
nored, bringing no apparent surveil- 
lance or problems. Starting in 1981 
we Echeduled quarterly visits from 
Vienna. Gradually the members 
found quiet ways to share the gospel 
and each year held a number of pri- 


vate baptisms. Surely this has been - 


the prime example in the Church of 
member-missionary work. By mid- 
1990 there should be 12 elders serving 
in Czechoslovakia and the members 
are looking forward to buying or 
building the first chapel in the land. 
The LDS in Poland for many years 
after the war were nearly all ethnic 
Germans. One small chapel remained 
in use in what was formerly German 
territory, but these members were 
not a recognized congregation. Espe- 
cially from the 1960s on, the Germans 
were repatriated to West Germany. 
Through the interest of a handful of 
Polish members and the _ special 
Church diplomacy of David Kennedy, 
President Kimball was able to dedi- 
cate the land in 1977. Initially ethnic 
Polish missionary couples from 
America assisted the Polish District 
leadership. The Communist govern- 
ment granted permission to import 
the scriptures and other Church ma- 
terials. An Information Center was 
opened on one of Warsaw’s main 
streets. Between 1982 and 1984 little 
could be done but thereafter more 
missionary couples from abroad 
came, followed by young elders. The 
membership now stands at 150 and a 
chapel is under construction. 
Hungary has 75 members in sev- 
eral cities. This is the second small 


wave of membership. The Op: in 
the Hungarian half of the Empire 
with Austria, from the 1880s, mostly 
among ethnic Germans. By and large 
these LDS emigrated before World 
War I. From the mid-1970s, a couple 
visited and at times resided in Bu- 
dapest and a small branch was orga- 
nized, but the government was un- 
willing to allow it to function. Until 
recognition was granted in 1988, and 
young missionaries including two sis- 
ters were assigned to Hungary, mis- 
sionary couples taught and main- 
tained contact with the slowly 
increasing membership. Many Hun- 
arians have contacted the Church in 
ustria. President Neuenschwander 
of the Vienna East Mission reports 
that there is “very high interest in the 
Church”, reflected in radio, press and 
TV coverage. : 
One might ask why the LDS 
Church in Greece was put under the 
same mission leadership as the above 
countries, since its government was 
not Communist. This was.a matter of 
Central European location. But there 
was a parallel in how a church-state 
domination over other religions made 
it difficult for Greeks to (ou and be 
active in the Church. Still, under the 
International Mission from the 1970s 
on, missionary couples including sev- 
eral of Greek origin lived and gained 
many friends ae some members in 
Athens. A number of Greeks were 
baptized abroad, but upon returning 
usually found it most difficult to buck 
family and cultural expectations. 
With considerable sacrifice on the 
part of active members, a temporary 
House of Prayer permit was granted 
in Athens with the use of a small 
rented apartment. In 1982 or so a 
branch meshing, facility was pur- 
chased in a new building. Soon there- 
after, with somewhat less difficulty, 
came a full-fledged House of Prayer 
permit, which meant official recogni- 
tion. Since then, couples and mission- 
aries — the first ones transferred 
from areas where the Gospel was be- 
ing taught in Greek to Greeks living 
abroad — have seen steady growth. 
Some 80 members and investigators 
fill the Athens chapel on Sundays, 
among a total membership of over 200 
throughout Greece. U.S. servicemen 
and their families have also been 
meeting in two other branches.

All Latter-day Saints and _ their 
Christian and other believing broth- 
ers and sisters need to continue to 
pe that the peoples and political 
eaders in Central Europe and in the 
Soviet Union will have the capacities 
within themselves, drawing appro- 
priately from the good offices of 

estern nations, to help the Lord 
bring about the second, third and 
fourth miracles: the establishment of 
stable market economies with private 
economic power bases, a tolerant so- 
cial pluralism among long-held-down 
ethnic minorities and rapidly emerg- 
ing interest groups, plus multiple- 
party elections and limited govern- 
ments under the rule of law. 

The Czechs and Slovaks have had 
such a heritage, between 1919 and 
1949. The East Germans had begun 
experiencing such a community under 
the Kaiser, and more so during the 
Weimar Republic which Hitler over- 
threw. If history is repeated for the 
other peoples of Central Europe who 
experienced much less of such West- 
ern political and economic ways, it 
will take decades for them to move 
toward fully free communities. Soviet 
historians know Western history well 
and some are arguing that they will 
need a period of non-Communist au- 


thoritarian government to prepare . 


for democratization and a market 
economy. Ironically, the negative ex- 
periences of the peoples of Central 
and Eastern Europe under Commu- 
nist and Nazi totalitarianism may 
help in some way for them to hurry up 
the process. But the Lord’s hand will 
be the surest help, assisting his chil- 
dren by further miracles.

to live in the fallacy world of getting 
married and just having my husband 
take care of me.”
